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SURVEY OF COLONIAL COINS 
RECOVERED IN SOUTHERN NEW JERSEY 

(Wayne H. Shelby) 

INTRODUCTION; In October 1986, 1 was introduced into the 
world of colonial metal detecting by a good friend of mine, Steve 
Dolnack. Finding my first colonial site confirmed it as a lifetime 
hobby. 

Discovering an unknown colonial site involves a lot of time and 
footwork. My practice is to walk fields looking for signs of brick, 
pottery, shell and black glass, but when in the woods, I have my 
metal detector tuned to listen for concentrations of iron. This 
method of metal detecting allows one to find early sites that have 
vanished through time. Though I metal detect throughout southern 
New Jersey, I concentrate on the more local areas of Burlington 
County, a region where many towns were settled quite early. For 
example: we find Burlington (1677), Mt. Holly (1677), Medford 
(1690), Willingboro (1688), Sykesville (1677), Cranbury (1697), 
Evesham (1680’s), and a number of other communities whose 
names have changed over time. 

Most dug copper coins do not come out of the ground in very good 
condition and therefore have little numismatic value. 1 believe that 
the real importance here is the historical information they can 
reveal when found in context. 

I am providing information from sites I have discovered and 
recorded over the past 16 years in hope of giving an accurate 
perspective of the typical coins used in this region during colonial 
and early America. Most of these sites contained homes or were 
working areas and remained undisturbed until my initial findings. 
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I am also reporting other notable artifacts found to provide better 
insight as to the actual age of these locations. To identify by 
number the various military buttons found at these sites use Record 
of American Uniform and Historical Buttons Bicentennial Edition ' 
by Alphaeus H. Albert. The following is a useful guide to the 
reader for the approximate dates of the various button types:

Even though their date cannot be deciphered, some of the found 
coins found can be identified when only the country and/or ruler 
are visible. Helpful reference material is provided in Table 1, 
which correlates country, monarchs and their respective dates. 


My finds at 56 specific sites are presented immediately below. 

For each of these sites, I give the total number of coins found, and 
then provide a listing of the more important and identifiable ones. 
These sites account for a total of 807 coins, of which I can identify 
491 while the remaining 316 were so deteriorated from their years 
in the ground that specific attribution was impossible. However, 
many of the 316 unknowns could at least be generally classified as 
to generic type or at least metallic composition, and will be 
included in following tables. These tables are: 


Table 2: Summary of 1000 Coins Dug in southern NJ. 

This table provides a complete list of 1000 coins I have 
found in the Burlington area. It is inclusive of the 807 
coins found at the 56 sites described above in addition to 
another 193 finds from other sites throughout the 
Burlington County area. Also note that further evaluation 
of the 316 unidentifiable coins listed in the inventories 
from the 56 sites has reduced the census of absolute 
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unknowns to only 144, which coins still bear no clues as to 
what they might have been. 

Table 3: The Survey with Condensed Categories 

This table summarizes the 1000 by general type. Note that 
144 coins could not be identified other than to metal type - 
they were in effect “metal disks.” 

Table 4: Spanish Silver by Mint Mark 

In this table, I’ve provided a listing of Spanish and Spanish 
Colonial silver coins that had enough detail to identify as to 
date and mint. For coins found in one of the 56 sites, the 
number of the site is listed; those recovered from an 
unspecified Burlington-area site are indicated with an “xx.” 

In the following discussion of the 56 sites, two issues should be 
addressed: (1) if the country of origin is not listed for halfpence 
and farthings, it is English and (2) “Spanish” is taken to mean 
Spanish- American, except in three cases, which are indicated by 
“Spanish (mint),” which are pistareens or their fractional parts 
from mainland Spain.

CONCLUSION: 

The repetitive finding of foreign coins at numerous sites shows 
how abundantly they circulated in early America, and how they 
should be considered as a major part in the development of our 
great country. We used all coins that came our way, both before, 
and especially after the Revolutionary War, and most certainly 
what was allotted to us by our mother country, England. 

The sites listed on my survey may give insight as to the extent in 
our use of foreign coins well into the 19'*' century. One can notice 
that at many of the sites, a large percentage of coins are grouped 
closely in relation to their date with an occasional few coins 
showing dates between 30 and 50, sometimes up to 100 years 
earlier. 
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I believe that in these situations, the earlier coins were probably 
still circulating in the time period with the majority of the coins 
found grouped closely in date. In many cases the earlier coins pre- 
date the existence of the actual site itself. 

The coins that I have found represent those which were carried for 
transactions of everyday use and were dropped at these sites during 
everyday activities. Larger denominations of silver and gold 
probably were not carried on their person very often, or even used 
by common folk at all. 

Most of my sites in the Burlington county area are in relatively 
close proximity to the old Philadelphia mint, between 15 and 40 
miles. However dug evidence indicates that many foreign coins 
continued in use alongside US mint coins for many years 
thereafter. 

Figure 1 (thanks to Ray Williams for the photos) shows some 
examples of coins included in this survey.

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C4 2003: A PERSONAL PERSPECTIVE

Any reminiscence of the C4 2003 meeting begins long before 
2003. In fact I can’t separate the 2003 meeting entirely from all 
the previous C4 meetings, dating back nine years, since 
experiences and friendships have built upon one another from the 
inception of C4. The first C4 meeting and auction in Pennsauken, 
New Jersey in 1995, including the sale of John Griffee’s reference 
collection of colonial New Jerseys, remains a water shed event for 
me. It was at this first official C4 meeting during which I meet 
John Griffee and had a chance to solidify my friendships with Ray 
Williams, Dennis Wierzba, and John Lorenzo - all New Jersey 
enthusiasts. I have been lucky enough to attend each C4 meeting, 
since the first, and I was again in Boston for the latest. Ninth 
Annual meeting. There is symmetry to my attendance at the 2003 
meeting, since once again it was the sale of a John Griffee 
reference collection, this time of Saint Patrick farthings, that was 
the highlight of the meeting. 

Each C 4 Annual meeting has its own distinct flavor. The flavor of 
the 2003 C4 was spiced with the sale of the Ford collection of 
colonials the month before. The agonizing over how much to save 
for the C4 auction, when presented with the outstanding Ford 
collection where unlimited money could be spent, produced angst 
in all of us. This was particularly a problem since the C4 catalog 
wasn’t received until after the Ford sale occurred, so rational 
decisions on rationing funds for the C4 sale couldn’t even be 
contemplated. However, we all had advanced notice that John’s 
Saint Patricks would be on the block, so we could attempt a plan. 
The weeks leading up to C4 caused a buzz on the Colonial Group 
internet list server. There were often 100 or more e-mail messages 
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a day! ! The combination of the Ford sale having passed and the 
coming of the C4 auction kept everyone in a frenzied state. When 
we finally did get our catalogs (some didn’t receive them until 
after the auction), the long hours of work in trying to decide which 
of the coins we wanted, the prioritization of the coins we “needed,” 
and the circumspect phone discussions with friends, trying to feel 
out whether they were after the same coins as you, all added to the 
fun and excitement!! 

On Thursday morning, November the time had finally arrived 
for me to board the plane to Boston. While waiting to board, a 
strange, clean-faced gentleman approached me and said, “Hi, 
Roger.” I stared at him for a full minute before I realized it was 
Dan Friedus, without his beard. We have all see Dan’s picture 
attached monthly to his article on colonial coins which appears in 
Coin World, but the picture shows him with a full beard. I am not 
too abashed at not recognizing him immediately, since he later told 
me that after shaving his beard his wife didn’t recognize him 
either! ! In any case we arranged to sit on the plane together and 
spent the next few hours “talking coins” non-stop. It was a 
fantastic start to a great C4! ! I also learned a lot about Dan, that I 
had never had a chance to find out about previously - truly a 
dedicated family man and numismatist. 

Once checked into the Boston Radisson, there was no time to spare 
before an afternoon of lectures on colonial coin photography 
began. I was the culprit that instigated these lectures when I asked 
a simple question (in my mind) concerning what camera to buy on 
the Colonial Coin group list server a few months before. This 
question aroused so much interest and debate that a special 
photography session was planned. Neil Rothschild and Dan 
Friedus were the ones who stepped up to the plate and gave a 
seminar for over three hours Thursday afternoon on colonial coin 
photography. The 20 or so attendees took away an incredible 
amount of practical knowledge concerning the best methods for 
photographing their coins. Each lecturer had set up their own 
cameras and demonstrated exactly what they did to get the great 
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shots that we all see on the internet. I memorialized the lecture by 
taking a picture of the event with my “over-the-counter disposable 
Kodak camera”, but I forgot to turn on the flash. Oh well, my 
coins may never get photographed - not because of a lack of 
equipment but due to “operator error”. 

On Thursday night, the C4 reception started at 8 pm with a buffet- 
style spread available to the 40 or so C4 members. The shrimp 
went fast!! This was a time to renew old acquaintances and a time 
to meet new members. For fear of leaving someone out I 
remember seeing the following free loaders - David Palmer (David 
there is no animosity intended in my listing you as the first free 
loader! !), Ray Williams, Dennis Wierzba, Mike Wierzba, David 
Wnuck, Bob Martin, Leo Shane, Bijan Anvar (without the new 
baby), Stan Stevens, Frank McGrath, Dan Friedus, Syd Martin, 

Don Mituzas, Ray Turcotte, Tim Martin, Neil Rothschild, Jim 
Goudge, Richard August, Tony Carlotto, Frank Stiemle, Brian 
Danforth, Clem Schettino, Jim Skalbe, Mike Ringo, Don 
Valenziano, Steve Tanenbaum, Tom Rinaldo, and the list goes on 
- 1 just don’t remember everyone that was there - Sorry! ! ! 

After the meal, the smart people when to sleep; but I drifted up to 
Tom Rinaldo’ s room where Chris McCawley and Bob Grellman 
were overseeing pre-lot viewing. Let me state emphatically that 
one of the best things C-4 ever did was to enlist the aid of Chris 
and Bob to run the auction. Their catalogs serve as valuable 
references and a testimony to their dedication to colonial coins. I 
also must praise Tom Rinaldo for year after year coming through 
with fantastic lot descriptions - often at the last minute as 
consigners of coins delay getting their coins to him. This year was 
especially difficult, since the Saint Patrick farthings were a tough 
group to make easy distinctions between. In any case I spent some 
three enjoyable hours on Thursday night slowly and methodical 
viewing the auction lots. In addition I did some back room 
dickering with Tom to pry the 36-J, which he had purchased at 
Ford, from his possession. I was successful but I think Tom 
walked away with the better deal! ! In coins you win some and you 
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lose some, but the coins remain. In any case, I was able to add one 
new variety to my New Jersey collection and have no regrets. 

Friday was spent running from one thing to another. I manned the 
C4 table for two hours in the morning and helped sign up a few 
new members. I bought the hard-bound editions of the 2001 and 
2002 C-4 auctions and made my yearly visit to Charles Davis’s 
numismatic literature corner. I gave Ray Turcotte a bunch of my 
counterfeit New Jerseys and George II and II halfpence for x-ray 
evaluation of metal content. I viewed some of the auction lots 
once again, after going over my notes and narrowing down what I 
wanted to bid on; and I circulated through the bourse to see if I 
could find anything that was left behind by the hoard of colonial 
collectors that had gone before me - fat chance! ! Roger Siboni 
had arrived and I enjoyed seeing his update of the New Jersey 
Condition Census which he had brought on his laptop. Part of 
Roger’s project is to write an updated book on New Jersey 
colonials which includes not only the condition census data, but 
also an evaluation of die states. We all look forward to getting a 
copy, Roger!! By late afternoon I had to take a nap before the 
Friday night educational programs began. By 5:30 pm, Ray 
Williams started the evening’s education off with our annual NJ 
symposium. Basically, for the next two hours we were in open 
forum on New Jerseys. Topics ranged from coins in the Condition 
Census coins whose locations are unknown, (Roger S. indicates the 
owners of some 10-15% of these coins are not known), to the 
Barnsley New Jersey notebook number 2 (a copy of which Jim 
Spilman had just donated to the C4 library), to the Ford sale (of 
course), to the importance of the 69-w (John Lorenzo and Dennis 
Wierzba think the coin is very important, while others, including 
myself, think that coin has little importance in establishing mint 
sites). I am sure we will hear more on the latter in coming months. 
Ray Williams, President of the C4, did a great job moderating this 
session and I would like everyone to know how much of Ray’s 
time and effort goes into making this entire weekend a resounding 
success. Very few of us see the incredible amount of responsibility 
that Ray shoulders. Most of the seamless enjoyment that we all get 
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from being at the C4 Annual meeting comes directly from Ray’s 
intensive efforts. Kudos to you Ray - you certainly deserve them!! 
Following the NJ Symposium, a free buffet was provided, and 
once again I remember the free loaders lining up. Let’s see, there 
was David Palmer (sorry David - 1 couldn’t resist! !) ... In any 
case, the food was followed by a real treat. Ray had arranged for 
David Bowers to give a personal presentation of his early 
memories about beconting a collector and dealer. The packed 
room was rapt as David Bowers brought up one reminiscence after 
another. Especially enjoyable was hearing about his appearance on 
the “Today Show’’ after paying the outrageous price of $4,700 for 
an 1894 dime in the 1950’s. I have three pages of notes 
concerning his recollections, and he signed them for me at the end 
of his lecture! ! Ray Williams also distributed the first “Official 
Printed C4 Program” to C4 members. It is sure to become a 
collector’s item. 

David Bower’s talk was followed by John Kraljevich speaking 
about the coinage of John Chalmers. John was able to bring the 
coinage to life with stories of early life in Annapolis, Maryland. 

Of course, the actual coinage took center stage. We learned that 
the “short worm” coin, showing two birds fighting over a small 
worm while a large bird-eating snake snuck up on them from the 
other side of a hedge, was a major political warning! ! John’s talk 
was outstanding and in combination with the other lectures and 
symposium, it could have been a full evening. However, there was 
yet another fantastic talk to be given by Mike Packard on 
attributing Massachusetts coins of 1788. His lecture was so cogent 
and complete (including a wonderful hand out), that the general 
conclusion at the end of his talk was that he needed to submit his 
work for publication. I look forward to seeing it published in the 
near future. By this time I could barely keep my eyes open and left 
for my room, though Neil Rothschild was back to finish the 
educational session with a recap on his coin photography lecture 
from Thursday. 
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Saturday morning stared off with the C4 business meeting run by 
Ray Williams and Frank Steimle. A number of things were 
discussed but primary on the list were books which will hopefully 
be coming out over the next year. Rob Retz’s book on Fugios and 
John Griffee’s book on Saint Patricks will both be welcome 
additions to our numismatic libraries. Ray asked for nominations 
for C4 officers and I made the motion that all present officers be 
reelected. After all, we definitely have a winning team!! In any 
case at 10 am I had to leave since I had volunteered to chaperon lot 
viewing for two hours. Interest in viewing the lots was becoming 
intense due to the rapidly approaching auction. After fulfilling this 
obligation, I went to hear Mike Packard give a lecture on the 
personalities at the Massachusetts copper mint between 1787 and 
1789. It was another great talk! ! Then I collected copies of 
original 1881 Maris, A Historical Sketch of the Coins of New 
Jersey, which I had requested people bring to C4. I spent an 
enjoyable afternoon comparing the Maris Plate-I photographs and 
made some interesting observations with Ray Williams, that we 
hope to publish soon. In any case, the afternoon passed quickly 
and the time of the auction arrived in the blink of an eye. 

The auction room filled quickly with the usual positioning of 
bidders in the “way back”, the side, or up front. It is fun to arrive 
early and watch the maneuvering for position that goes on. I was 
fortunate to sit next to John Griffee and continually hinted about 
the need for him to get his Saint Patrick book published. I was 
also kicking myself for having previously turned down Robert 
Vlack’s collection of Saint Patricks which John ended up buying 
and which were now going onto the block for open bidding. I 
kicked myself even harder after the auction, when the prices 
realized were known! ! In any case I am sure that John had bitter- 
sweet feelings about being present for the sale of his collection. I 
thought it an honor to be able to sit beside him and have him write 
a note in my catalog. I was able to take a number of pictures of 
John, which can be viewed on the C4 internet site. One of my 
favorites is John with Mark Newby. This Mark Newby is a direct 
descendent of the Mark Newby that brought the Saint Patrick 
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coinage to America in the 1600’s! ! He also turns out to be a 
neighbor of Dennis Wierzba and Dennis convinced him to come to 
the auction to acquire some of the coins brought here by his 
ancestor. 

Ron Guth was our auctioneer and using his style of humor, 
colonial coin knowledge, and auctioning skill, he moved us right 
into the 678 lot auction. Prices for the Saint Patricks were high 
and most went to two dealers. I am happy to say, that I was able to 
secure two of them for my collection. However, I look back with 
chagrin on one episode of bidding in which I actively participated. 
The item in question was lot # 204, the Saint Patrick farthing with 
the “QVIESAT” error. It was my first priority coin, and I was 
willing to bid strongly on it. I thought it would come in at about 
$4,000. Bidding started slow but many bidding cards were waving 
in the air. I was not alone in wanting the coin. As the price hit 
$2,000, many of the cards came down. At $3,000, only David 
Wnuck and I were still bidding. As the price hit $5,000, both 
David and I were shaking our heads. Being a smart auctioneer, 

Ron Guth sped up his calling and we were suddenly up to $6,000 
level. I had put a limit of $6,000 on the coin and 1 stick to my pre- 
auction estimates pretty exactly. However, something that should 
never happen, did happen. I started trying to think during the 
bidding! ! My thinking went something like this, “The price of the 
coin is now at ridiculous levels. It is my first priority coin, which I 
should have gotten at the $4,000 level, but I think David is ready to 
drop out of bidding any second. Why don’t I hold on a little 
longer?” Unfortunately, I think David was thinking the same 
thing. When we hit $8,000, 1 came to my senses and dropped my 
card. I guess my bladder is smaller than David’s. In any case it is 
the first time, ever, that I have been relieved that I did not get a 
coin that I really wanted. David has indicated that he has already 
sold the coin, so he did not loose out. However, I wonder what the 
final buyer will eventually get for the coin, when there are no 
“thinking” bidders on the floor. In any case I was also able to pick 
up the AU, O’Donnell, Oechsner, Spiro 15-T at a price which was 
less than for what it sold in the O’Donnell sale. This helped 
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assuaged my loss of the “QVIESAT” error coin. The auction 
ended at a few minutes before midnight and Jon Griffee received a 
standing ovation. 

A number of the bidders then migrated up to Clem, Frank, and 
Stan’s room for some post auction analysis and some single malt 
scotch libation. This is usually a great time and this year was no 
exception. That is until Hotel Security came by to threaten us with 
expulsion, if we didn’t keep it down!! By 2 am, I wasn’t seeing 
straight, and had to go to bed. I picked up my lots at 10 am the 
next morning and was off to the airport. As with every year, there 
is a period of time after the C4 that I just feel good. The afterglow 
from the education, the meetings, the coin swapping, the dealing 
and the auction stay with me for weeks. The 2003 C4 was once 
again a fantastic experience!!

Concentration at the Auction 
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ESTABLISHING A PROVENANCE IN THE 
AGE OF EBAY: A PROPOSAL AND CASE 
STUDY EXAMPLE 

(Dave Townson) 

Previous contributors to colonial publications have articulated the 
necessity to preserve numismatic provenance. However, such 
writings have tended to focus on the importance of maintaining the 
record of ownership from transaction to transaction, as opposed to 
offering suggestions for how one should initiate the process of 
documentation. Additionally, previous authors have not addressed 
the potential differences that exist between the traditional 
numismatic venues of acquisition versus the newer electronic 
settings. The focus of this article is to propose elements that 
should be considered when coins are purchased via online 
auctions, especially those items that have no apparent prior 
provenance. 

I propose that there are two main categories of information that 
should be captured when initiating a provenance from a coin 
purchased over the Internet: (1) information related to the item 
itself, and (2) information related to the transaction. Consider each 
in turn. 

Item information. The following are important aspects of the 
item itself: 

Item description 

Variety 

Grade 

Weight 

Diameter 

Photos 
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Prior provenance 

Other item information: Die state (if applicable), 
distinguishing marks, etc. 

The reasons I am including many elements in this category are 
somewhat obvious; however, some are not. For example, why 
include the Seller’s item description and starting bid? I believe 
that in many cases the seller’s knowledge of the item is displayed 
by how they describe the item for sale. As in the example, calling 
the piece a “1786 Connecticut Cent’’ illustrates that the Seller 
possess only the most basic knowledge of the item, hardly much 
beyond what can be garnered from the coin itself. The fact that, as 
a type coin, the item was not identified in more detail further 
supports the case that the seller was unaware of its significance. 
The opening bid, or starting price, also is an indicator of this and 
both extremely high or low prices can be an indicator of the 
seller’s level of knowledge. 

Of course, a devious seller could pretend to be naive and just list 
an item in a manner that would lead potential buyers to believe that 
they were perhaps getting something over on the seller. But to me, 
this strategy is typically tactically valid only when the seller is 
offering something that is counterfeit. Such items often are listed 
“as is’’/’’no returns’’ and may not provide decent photographs (or 
no photographs at all). This item could have been a good cast 
copy, and with some slightly fuzzy photographs and a ‘no return’ 
clause, it might bring much more than it is worth. I see easily 
identifiable type coins, such as Bar Coppers, on Ebay all time like 
this, and there seems to be no shortage of people willing to pay 
$50.00 for a $5.00 copy. Though sometimes you can even gel 
lucky with Bar Coppers. 

Lastly, with regard to photos, I went back and forth on this because 
I was not sure whether I should include the actual photos that were 
posted with the auction, or the photos that were taken after I 
obtained the piece. I settled on providing for this article the photos 
that were taken afterwards because they were of better quality. 
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[Editor’s note; photos posted with the auction remain the property 
of the seller and their use without permission would constitute 
copyright infringement; however, photos taken after the sale by the 
buyer are his/her property.] 


The following are important aspects of 
the transaction:

Item number 
Sale date(s) 

Opening Bid 
Closing Bid 

Bid History: (number of bids) 


Someone might ask: ‘Why include the sale dates, item number, 
etc?’ Well, I’m not sure if anybody is compiling a vast reference 
database of items sold on Ebay or not, but this information is 
documentation that is certainly worth capturing for a new piece to 
the market. Assuming that there are no catalogs to pull off the 
shelf where I can find this item listed, its first real introduction to 
the market will be in publications such at the C4 Newsletter. To 
me, this information helps to establish a firm foundation for the 
introduction of this piece to the market. 

I toyed with the idea of proposing to include the Bidding History 
(the list of all bidders on an item, their bid amount, and time). 
However, I was not sure of the value of this, though I did retain the 
information for my records. Nevertheless, I do suggest including 
the number of bids. This is probably only of interest as it helps to 
infer if the item went unnoticed by the numismatic community -

which this item did not. The closing price is undoubtedly the best 
indicator of the extent of competition for the item. 


An Example. I have chosen a specific example for two reasons. 
First, because it was purchased on an internet auction service, and 
second, because I believe the piece is new to the numismatic 
market.

NUMISMATIC MUSEUM OF ARUBA 

(Syd Martin) 

My wife, Sharon, and 1 recently returned from a short vacation in 
Aruba - it was great. While riding around, we noticed an 
intriguing building labeled “Museo Numismatico Aruba” at the 
end of Weststraat (West Street). Sounded interesting, so we 
stopped in, and ended up spending a pleasant hour viewing their 
collection and discussing numismatics of the Caribbean with their 
in-house numismatist. The museum, housed in a building built in 
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1 860, is based on a private collection, which the family has put up 
for public viewing for a nominal fee. The focus of the collection 
has been on creating a type set of coins and paper money made for, 
by, or circulating in Aruba (by whatever name it was known at the 
time), arranged as a time line spanning the earliest colonial period 
until the present. 

Included in the collection are three specific coins of interest to US 
Colonial collectors: 


• Breen 276; cl695; 15 Sol counterstamp on a Henry II 
douzain of 1550 (EF) 

• Breen 699; c 1779; Billon-neuf Sol Tampe (VF) 

• Breen 701; 1767 Collot(VF) 

In addition, there were a variety of very early Mexican pieces, 
including a l*‘ series Charles and Johanna 2 reales. Another 
interesting piece was a 4 maravedis (cl 590) from the Dominican 
Republic, a copper coin that enjoyed wide circulation throughout 
the Caribbean region, including Mexico and the southeast coast of 
the US. 
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HISTORICAL NOTES 

From “The Massachusetts Centinel,” Number 17, Volume V, 17 
May 1786, Page 2 (misspellings are as in the original): 

“The American Congress have lately made a copper 
coinage, which is now in general circulation. One side of the half- 
penny bears this circular inscription, Libertas et Justitia, round a 
centrial cipher U.S. On the reverse is a sun rising amidst Thirteen 
Stars, circularly inscribed, Constellatio nova. 

“The first money struck by the Congress in America is 
become exceedingly scarce, and only to be met with in the cabinets 
of the curious. They coined several pieces of pewter of about an 
inch and a half in diameter, and of 240 grains in weight; on one 
side of which were inscribed, in a circular ring near the edge, the 
words - Continental Currency, 1776 - and within the ring a rising 
sun, shining upon a dial, with the word -fugio - at the side of it; 
under which were the words Mind your business. On the reverse 
were 13 small circles, joined together like the rings of a chain, on 
each of which was inscribed the name of some one of the Thirteen 
States. On another circular ring, within these was inscribed - 
American Congress - and in the central space - We are one. ”
